“The internal propaganda meth- 
ods of our enemies are so absurd 
that they only testify to their pro- 
found ignorance to our conditions. 
These arrows will rebound against 
our unshakable devotion to the dyn-_ 
asty, the loyalty of our citizens to the 
state and the firm internal cohesion 
of our state within the framework 
of the monarchy. | 
“We look cheerfully into the fu- 
ture. In unity with our loyal allies, 
we shall be able to enforce the end 
of the world war.’’

“Our intimate community with) 
them, which we hope to strengthen | 
and extend for the future, especially 
the old and well proved alliance with 
the German Empire, constitutes for 
us, as well as for our allies, the best 
guarantee that we shall maintain for 
all time our place among the states | 
of the world and be able to insure for | 
our peoples conditions of free and | 
beneficient development.

The Government would 
mot be deflected from the course it 
had entered upon. 

For those parties which stand 
aloof, Dr. von Seydler added, the | 
door of understanding always was | 
open. Over this door, however, was 
written “welcome to all who are loyai | 
to the dynasty and the state.” | 

Declaring the Government had no. 
animosity toward other races, Dr. | 
von Seydler said that all the Ger- | 
mans and Austrians demanded was | 
to be allowed to live and develop oy 
peace. The Government, he said, 
would also endeavor to do full jus- | 
tiee to the national requirements of | 
the races living in Galicia. | 

Dealing with the food sftuation, | 
Dr. von Seydler declared that’ the | 
new harvest would be got in with | 
the greatest expedition. The full | 
yield of the harvest, however, could | 
not be distributed to a large portion |, 
of the population before the begin- , 
ning of August.
